BROOKLYN, N. Y., Aug. 


21—(AP)—Machinegun ban- 
dits today held up an armored 
truck, escaped with $427,000 
in three speedy automobiles, 
and two of them abandoned 
one of their machines for a' 
speedboat,- heading out into 
upper New York bay toward 
New Jersey. 


None of the stolen money was 


found in the abandoned car, a large 
sedan which was found nineteen 
blocks from the scene of the holdup. 
Police advanced the theory that 


the money, tossed- from the ar- 
mored car into the bandit ma- 
chines, had been transferred by the 
robbers into a smaller machine and 
that the two men who escaped in 
a boat headed for a rendezvous to 
take over the loot. 


BROOKLYN, N.^S"., Aug. 21—OW 


—A band of at least a dozen rob- 
bers, armed with half a dozen or 
more sub-machine guns, today held 
up an armored truck in one of the 
most daring robberies in Brook- 
lyn's police history and escaped 
with an estimated $427,000. 
The robbers cleaned out the truck 


in three minutes, leaving only one 
bag containing $29,000 in the truck 
as they sped away in two automo- 
biles. 
The robbery took place in front 


of the Kubel Co. ice plant at Bay 
Nineteenth street, between Cropsey 
and Bath avenues.

Farmers in the northern part of the 
county will meet at Davey in the 
afternoon and those in the south- 
ern portion at Hickman in the eve- 
ning. "There's a world of feed stored 
in the northern counties along the 
Missouri river, and we find its going 
to be cheaper to take the cattle to 
the feed than to bring the 
feed 
here," the county agent declared. 
Names of northeastern Nebraska 
farmers who are willing to accept 
the stock and its care for the win- 
ter are now in the hands of 
Mr. 
Purbaugh. He expressed belief that 
as much stock can be placed as 
farmers wish to send. 


"These Thursday meetings are very 
important," the farm agent 
de- 
clared. "If we are cut out of fall 
pasturage either by continued lack 
of moisture or by earlier 
frosts, 
farmers are going to be in a real fix 
in about six weeks for continuing 
to take care of their 
foundation 
herds and breeding stock," 
Prof. R. F. Morgan of the dairy 
department at the college of agri- 
culture will attend the two meet- 
ings and discuss the program with 
farmers. 
- , 
The meetings-will,, also be open to 
a discussion—of "the federa.r~ar5ntlf 
cattle buying program, Mr. Pur- 
baugh said. While several hundred 
cattle are being sold to the govern- 
ment in the county each week, there 
are some farmers who do not seem 
to understand the program yet, and 
they will have an opportunity to ask 
questions at these meetings, it was 
said.

President Roosevelt today designat- 
ed J. J. Thomas of the federal re- 
serve board to be vice governor of 
the board and reappointed Adolph. 
C. Miller for a 12-year term. 
Thomas heads the board during 
the vacancy in the 
governorship 
caused by the resignation of Eu- 
gene Black, of Atlanta. The White 
House announced that no consid- 
eration had yet been given to a 
successor for Black. 
Miller, who originally was appoint 
ed to the federal reserve board from 
California almost 20 years ago. ac- 
cepted reappointment as a resident 
of the fifth federal reserve district, 
which includes the capital.

STROMBOLI ISLAND, Italy, Aug. 


21—OP)—Heralded by two shatter- 
ing crashes, Stromboli volcano, "the 
lighthouse of the Mediterranean,' 
erupted today, pouring hot lava 
from the fertile slopes of the huge 
mountain. 
Burning rock was thrown from 


the cleft of the crater toward the 
east. 
The eruption was clearly visible 


from Tropea on the mainland, 35 
miles away. The eruption resembled 
that of September, 1930, when a 
serious lava How destroyed a for- 
tune in farms and vineyards on the 
island. 
No immediate damage wa= re-

CASES REPORTED 


City Health Officials 


Seek Blood Donors 


For Serum. 


Two mild cases of infantile par- 


alysis were reported in Lincoln Tues- 
day and Dr. M. F. Amholt, city sup- 
erintendent of health, is seeking 
eight or ten blood donors to furnish 
a supply of serum as a precaution- 
ary measure. 


Dr. Amholt stated that the health 
department now has several tubes 
of serum but that in event of an 
emergency more would be needed- 
The donors who furnish the blood 
must be persons who have recovered 
from the disease, but who still carry 
some mark of the paralysis. 
"We would like to have ten donors 


if we can get them," Dr. Amholt 
said. "The more donors we have the 
better the serum will be because of 
the variance in the blood. If the 
donors are needy financially we will 
pay $5 for the blood samples." 
The doctor made it plain that ex- 
treme care will be taken in testing 
the blood for the donors for other 
possible diseases before it is used in 
the serum. 
Both of the 
present infantile 
paralysis cases are of a mild nature 
and the patients are reported as im- 
proving favoably. According to Dr. 
Amholt, both patients are expected 
to recover fully. 
Particular care is being taken to 
prevent spread of the disease 
be- 
cause of the recent California epi- 
demic. Dr. Amholt said. It is con- 
sidered possible, he said, that the 
disease may be brought here from 
California. 
The first patient became ill Sun- 
day morning and serum was admin- 
istered the same day.

which the winters received for two 
years alter the 1929 scale was cut 
by agreement between the union 
and th publishers.

complained Tuesday that Sarn R. 
VtcKelvie, publisher of The Nebras- 
ka Farmer, promised in a long dis- 
tance telephone conversation from 
his ranch near Valentine Monday 
afternoon that no union employes 
would be paid the full 1929 wage 
scale.

data and estimates by September 15 
concerning their needs for the two- 
year fiscal period to start July 1, 
1935. 


Blanks are furnished on which the 


expending agencies are requested to 
specify the purpose for which each 
appropriation is wanted, the amount 
that was appropriated for the same 
purpose in .the' current biennium; 
now much has been expended there- 
from the first year; and the esti- 
mated sum that will be needed for 
the next biennium. The increase or 
decrease on each amount is also 
to be indicated. 


-Tov Show Details. 
The sheets are printed so that 
lump sums will be broken up and 
itemized to show separately the 
needs for salaries and wages; sup- 
plies; general expense; repairs and 
upkeep; new equipment; lands and 
buildings; roads and bridges; state 
aid and fixed charges; and revolving 
fund expenditures. 


After the information is received 


from all departments and agencies. 
State Tax Commissioner Smith will 
compile the requests in budget form 
for tbe governor. Each sheet con- 
tains a blank space on which the 
governor will indicate how rcuch he 
recommends to the legislature to be 
appropriated for every purpose. In 
actual practice, the tax commis- 
sioner does all the heavy work, after 
conferring with the governor and 
receiving his suggestions. 
The budget of the outgoing execu- 
tive will be an advisory one for ths 
legislature, but not binding upon it. 
Whoever is elected as Bryan's suc- 
cessor will prepare and submit the 
budget provided for in the state 
constitution, which can be increased 
or added to only by three-fifths vpta 
of both branches of the lawmaking 
assembly.

Three grandchildren of tho late 


Harry B. Grainger allege in a brief 
filed Tuesday In Supreme court In 
the controversy over disposition of 
his residuary estate that the late 
prominent Lincoln man clearly In- 
tended to include them as heirs. 


Right of the grandchildren, Rob- 


ert A. Grainger, Herbert W. Grain- 
ger, and Richard B. Grainger, all 
of Los Angeles, was upheld In the 
Lancaster county District coi'rt by 
Judge J. -I. Broady. Three of H. 
B. Grainger's children, Harry K. 
Grainger, Joseph John Grainger 
and Elsie Grainger Pullerton, ap- 
pealed from the decision, claiming 
an interpretation of the will that 
gives them the residuary estate to 
the exclusion of the grandchildren. 


Controversy surrounds a para- 


graph in the will which gives tne 
residue "on the termination of this 
trust to such of my children as 
may then be surviving, together 
with issue of such of my children 
as may have died prior to the hap- 
pening of that event." The Grain- 
ger children say this does not ap- 
ply to the grandchildren because 
their father was already dead when 
the will was made. 


"If testator had intended that 


the residue should-go only to the 
issue of such children of his as 
died after the will and before the 
happening of that event, he could 
easily have said that it "Shall be 
divided, etc., together with the issue 
of such children of mine as herein- 
afer shall die,''' attorneys for the 
grandchildren say in their brief. 


"He knew how to limit one end 


of the period, and we must assume 
that if he had wanted to limit the 
other end of the period he could 
have found the words to have ex- 
pressed it," the brief continues. "It 
takes a strain of the imagination 
to believe that a man of his intel- 
ligence, advised by his able lawyers, 
would have failed to make the mat- 
ter plain if he had intended the 
provision to be otherwise than as 
it was written."

rigation association here yesterday. 
The territory from North Platte to 
the Wyoming line was represented 
at the meeting. 


The irrigators turned down a sug- 


gestion that they negotiate with 
Wyoming for an agreement on di- 
vision of North Platte river waters 
and some of the speakers said im- 
mediate action is necessary to pro- 
tect Nebraska priorities. 
Among the resolutions adopted 


was one which asked the attorney 
general to have the right of Ne- 
braska. Colorado and Wyoming ad- 
judicated so as to establish and pro- 
tect the right of Nebraska appro- 
priators. Another asked that the re- 
spective priorities be ascertained by 
court decree, such proceedings to be 
conducted by the state at state ex- 
pense, and methods of enforcement 
provided. 
It was contended that Wyoming 
is taking more wa.ter than is allowed 
by law, under the claim that the 
water taken got into the stream in 
Wyoming. This, the 
Nebraskans 
claimed, does not give 
Wyoming 


right to additional water. 
The suggestion for negotiations 


was turned down for several rea- 
sons, among them being that Colo- 
rado does not recognize such pacts, 
and that completion 
of such an 
agreement would take so long that 
Wyoming might establish new prior- 
ities meantime.

"However, if any owners 
of suitable land along the Missouri 
or the Platte will make a price 
concession in order to get the park 
for this community. I think it 
would be a mighty fine thing." 


The park, according to Mr. Jones, 


•would be established under the 
submarginal land acquisition act. 
The 2,000 acres would have to be 
classified as "poor farm land." The 
national park service would be in 
charge of the improvement, would 
change the poor farm land into "a 
park for children's camps and a 
family vacation area."

HROUGHOUT the east, \and particularly in New 


York City, there is a great deal of indignation 


and resentment that the Roosevelt administration in 
applying its farm program, is sending large sums of 
money into the corn belt states. 


This money comes in the form of wheat and corn- 


hog allotments. It is paid to the farmers for fulfill- 
ment of the signed agreements to cut down acreage, 
and to reduce production. The funds for paying it 
come from processing taxes, and in this sense it does 
place a burden upon the large crowded cities of the 
industrial regions along the Atlantic seaboard in the 
form of higher prices for foodstuffs. In Nebraska 
alone, the benefits flowing directly into the pocket- 
books of the farmers, the checks received in payment 
by the farmers, will exceed greatly 40 million dollars. 


S'Jll another phase of the New Deal does not please 


the New York Times, normally democratic, and the 
remainder of the metropolitan press of that city. 
It 


is the funds spent over the last year for relief, and 
especially the contemplated expenditures, running 
into the hundreds of millions, to minimize the effects 
of drouth in these states. To the New Yorker, it 
amounts to the confiscation of his wealth. He pays, 
he says, the bulk of the federal taxes. The 
great 


wealth of the country is located there; the huge for- 
tunes are there; the ^arge incomes are there; the 
millionaires and the multimillionaires who still sur- 
vive are there. Since they are the heaviest contribu- 
tors to the nation's chest, they say. it logically fol- 
lows that the bulk of the relief 
funds 
should be 


spent within their territory. 


Sectionalism is to be deplored greatly. And yet, it 


is a matter of very great importance in this country, 
because it reflects the abuses of the past. For years, 
under the guise of the protective tariff policy, the in- 
dustrial east exploited the farming regions. Because 
in its application it was made 100 per cent effective 
in the protection afforded 
manufactured products, 


while at best similar benefits on grain, livestock, 
poultry, and dairy products either were restricted or 
wholly ineffective. Under this system, everything the 
farmer bought commanded the prices of the protect- 
ed market, while the things representing his toil, 
which constituted his source of income, were sold on 
the world market.

WTNDER this systematic exploitation, the middle 
^ west was bled white. It produced enormously. It 
was the greatest agricultural empire in all the world. 
From out of it came hundreds of millions of bushels 
of wheat, of corn, of oats' of barley, and of rye. mil- 
lions of head of cattle, sheep and hogs, millions of 
pounds of butter and all the other products of the 
soil 
Yet its people working prodigiously, living sim- 


ply and wholesomely, retaining the ideals so distinc- 
tive of America, found themselves falling more and 
more in debt, fighting a losing battle, confronted with 
the spectacle of a constantly increasing concentra- 
tion of wealth in the hands of relatively few people, 
and in a relatively small section of the United States. 


Regardless of the pressing issues of the campaign 


of 1932. that was one of longer range and greater im- 
"portance. It was embodied in Mr. Roosevelt's discus- 
sions of a more equitable distribution of wealth. The 
fight is not over yet. The battle is not yet won. 
Now the east becomes the embattled seat of strife 
and It turns upon the com belt to say too much of 
the national income is being distributed here under 
the plan of administration developed by Mr.=Roose- 
velt and his advisers in Washington. It begrudges 
the funds sent to people impoverished as a result of 
a deliberate policy which favored industrial develop- 
ment in America at the expense of the farm. 


Well carry along here in the middle west. Never 


has the demand been for anything except a fair deal 
and a just deal. We are facing grave and heavy 
problems in connection with the welfare of 30 million 
people. But thanks to rising prices, to benefits for 
acreage reduction in a year of drouth, for the sur- 
plus stocks of old grains stored on the farms, thanks 
to the resourcefulness and the courage of people who 
have been accustomed to fight, well carry on. And 
with gratitude in our hearts lor a president who had 
the courage to end the merciless extortion and ex- 
ploitation of the corn belt, we'll go through a year 
of disaster, due to drouth, with as much, if not more 
farm income than in some of those difficult years 
when the industrial bloc was in the saddle. 


way is clear. It will move forward decisively, these 
men predict. 


While the federal government Is furnishing • stim- 


ulus to greater activity with its public works and 
housing programs, and at the same time helping to 
overcome the effects of drouth and unemployment 
with its cash payments to farmers and work relief 
activities, these can serve only as temporary expedi- 
ents until private business Is able to work out the 
solution. 


President Alfred P. Sloan ol the General Motors 


Corp. sees three 
Impending developments which 


promise to open up vast fields for employment of 
labor in manufacturing lines and for increased freight 
tonnage on the railroads and expanded sales to the 
public. These are: 


1.—Air conditioning equipment for both homes and 


business establishments. 


2.—Building of fabricated houses containing more 


steel and glass than the type of structures now in 
general use, and of different architectural types. 


3.—Replacement of 
existing railroad 
passenger 


equipment with aerodynamic trains similar to the 
Burlington "Zephyr." 


To this list might be added the rapidly growing 


uses of electrical equipment, such as refrigerators, 
vaccuum cleaners, washing machines, 
and stoves, 


which is being stimulated by the extension of serv- 
ice lines to the smaller towns and into rural areas. 


It is quite possible that these industries may pro- 


vide the push necessary to brighten the business pic- 
ture within the next few months. All the country has 
been waiting for is a definite signal that 
things 


have actually "turned the corner." 


FEDERAL RECREATION PAKK. 


T 


HE proposal of the federal government to estab- 


lish in eastern Nebraska a park or recreation 


center of 2,000 acres will without doubt meet with 
the hearty approval of those whom it is intended to 
benefit. The tract would be improved by the federal 
park department and used principally as an outing 
and camping place for children and others. 


It is specified that the tract must be within fifty 


miles of pmaha, accessible by rail and bus, with good 
water available. There are plenty of such 
tracts, 


many of them of great scenic beauty, but there is one 
proviso in the government's offer, which may nullify 
the entire proposal. It is that which fixes a limit of 
$5 per acre as the price to be paid for the land. Val- 
ues of land have of course declined in the past few 
years, but it is doubtful if any tract of 2,000 acres 
could be purchased for $10,000. 


The park proposal is a part of the 
government's 


plan to take out of cultivation large tracts of submar- 
ginal lands, which are held to be unsuitable for prof- 
itable farming. There are without doubt parcels of 
such lands in eastern Nebraska, but none of such ex- 
tent as that wanted for the recreation ground. In the 
western part of the state the situation might be dif- 
ferent, much land there being suitable for nothing 
but grazing1. It is not though*,, however, that even in 
that location a parcel of the size designated could be 
obtained at the price mentioned. 


It has been suggested that the state park depart- 


ment might join with the federal government in ac- 
quiring such a tract as that desired, but it is doubt- 
ful if such an arrangement could be made, as desir- 
able as it might be. 


Some of the most beautiful pieces of land in Ne- 


braska 'lie along the Missouri river between Platts- 
mouth and Nebraska City, but while they are readily 
accessible to motor vehicles, they are several miles 
from the railroads, which would seem to put them out 
of the running. It is to be hoped, however, that some 
plan will be devised to make the proposed park a 
reality.

JOE BYRNS. 


rw*HE suggestion that Joe Byrns of Tennessee is the 
M. probable choice for speaker to succeed the late 
Henry T. Rainey carries reassurance to democrats in 
every section of the country. Congressman Byrns is 
a capable man. He is a devoted friend of the admin- 
istration. He will lend his full support to the presi- 
dent in carrying- out the latter's program. 


The full importance of the speakership escapes 


popular attention. In a very large measure, it is the 
difference between the success of a president's legis- 
lative program and its failure. Toward the close of 
the last session of congress, its membership became 
more rebellious and only the recognition of the presi- 
dent's personal popularity kept congress in line. 


Within the republican ranks, there is a confidence 


that the November election will reduce the topheavy 
democratic majority, and regain a considerable num- 
ber of seats for the opposition party. That belief is 
based upon the feeling that the democratic tide 
reached its height in 1932. and it is not reasonable to 
to assume it will attain those proportions again. Also 
it should be remembered that the New Deal will be 
brought under withering fire in this same election 
and for the first time the republican party will make 
a determined stand against it. 


All of this only emphasizes the importance to be 


attached to the selection of a man to succeed Rainey. 
When the going got rough in the last session, as floor 
representative,- Congressman Byrns threw himself in- 
to the breach and handled it with a great deal of 
skill.

We laymen accept these gifts from science with 


too much complacency. Discovery of such a vaccine. 
is not like stumbling on a gold vein in the hills. 
There is little of chance in it. There is much of labor 
and danger. 


Dr. Kolmer and a feminine assistant tried the vac- 


cine on themselves after completing experiments with 
monkeys. They vaccinated themselves and then shot 
infantile paralysis virus into their bodies without ill 
effect They have reason to assume that it will work 
for others. But they have the rght as well as the 
duty to supervise the first injections of the vaccine 
into other patients.

Now that International disarma-' 


ment is in the discard, what do 
.he advocates of peace propose as 
an alternative? 


ANSWER. 
I submit that those advocates 


have not surrendered their stand 
'or a peaceful world. Theirs is not 
an iridescent dream but a very 
wactical and necessary objective. 
Everywhere I find men swinging 
over to the belief that absolute 
pacificism isthe indispensable out- 
:ome of the New Testament gospel. 
This conclusion is not as yet held 
by the majority of Christians and 
Jewsr But should the "world's lead- 
ing nations continue to renain 
-ound in the fetters of steel and 
gold which prevent honorable set- 
Clements of international quarrels, 
millions in all lands will renounce 
war. 
Perhaps you recall how an en- 
husiastic convert to ChristianJiy 
eapt into Rome's arena and gath- 
ered the swords of the gladiators 
into his own breast. That sacrifice 
ended a bloody sport. As Bishop 
Francis John McConnell says in 
lis volume on "Christianity and 
Coercion," no one should assume 


the extreme pacifist position unless 
he is ready, if needs be, to suffer 
fo- his faith. 
That many will so resolve if they 


get. no relief from the politicians, 
militarists and private manufac- 
turers of munitions is beyond ques- 
tion. For it is not actual war alone 
but also the fear of war and the 
cost inseparable from the existence 
of huge arm .ments which stifle 
human 
happiness 
and 
welfare. 


Especially is this the case in cer- 
tain European countries. 


Should the nations now busy re- 
.. rbishing their weapons get to- 
gether for world peace, civilization 
coulct be reborn in a day. Think of 
American freedom, British solidity, 
French" patriotism, German thor- 
oughness, Italian progressiveness, 
Scandinavian industry and Dutch 
cleanliness put into one common 
fund. Then think of those resources 
1 ''ing employed for the mutual ad- 
vantage of all concerned instead of 
being placed at the call of armed 
conflict. Then ask yourself if the 
pacifist is the fool he is painted 
b« his deluded opponents.

What, hi your opinion, should be 


the basic principle underlying the 
future development of our coun- 
try? 


ANSWER. 


When industrial reorganization is 


under consideration the criterion 
must be the enrichment of the na- 
tion's life as a whole and not the 
private gains or the consolidation 
of power under the control of a 
few. 
Centralization is admittedly 
beneficial in some enterprises be- 
cause it increases efficiency. The 
internationalization of airways, for 
example, has been proposed as a 
desirable means of eliminating the 
exploitation thereof by rival fin-, 
anced groups. This proposal tends 
to a return to the genuine patri- 
otism of good will and the develop- 
ment of our finest traditions of 
internationalism. 
However, it is 


probaly too Utopian for some time 
to come. 
Instead of appealing to politi- 


cians, why not force the pace for 
ourselves? Public opinion "is still 
the final court of appeal of this 
republic and of other liberty-loving 
lands. Were that opinion healthy 
and informed it would make the 
costly trade 
competitions which 


breed wars as impossible as armed 
conflict between New York state 
and Virginia. I look forward to a 
really civilized world in which goods 
will be produced because they are 
needed and not because some one 
in a hurry to get rich foists them 
on susceptible buyers; to a world 
in which public affairs will be ad- 
ministered for the people and not 
for the profiteers; to a world in 
which there will be reasonable pro- 
vision for the life of the young, 
the aged and the defenseless; to 
a world in which there will be suf- 
ficient character to guarantee in- 
tegrity, and where charity will be 
complemented by justice. All this 
will probably take centuries to 
bring about. 


In these, as in all other things, 
keep steadily before" you the truth 
that individual welfare is the soul 
of permanent public good, and that 
the ship was made for ths passen- 
gers, not the passengers for the 
ship. Man as man is Infinitely'su- 
perior to stars and systems, govern- 
ments and then- measures. There- 
fore, he should always be the 
primary consideration of a genuine 
civilization.

Urged By Dr. Hancock 


Tells RotarUns Of Danger In In- 


fluence Of Cinema On 


Children's Minds. 


'We are becoming a movie-mould- 


ed civilization." 
Thus did Dr. E. W. Hancock, in 
talk befoie 75 members of the 
Rotary clu.b Tuesday noon, warn 
that the cinema—a powertul social 
Influence second only to the press- 
must be regulated more strictly be- 
cause of its effect on habits and at- 
titudes, particularly those of chil- 
" -en, 
"Horror pictures for instance." Dr. 
Hancock said, "have a physical and 
psychological eflect which is as- 
tounding. A picture of this sort 
may leave a scar on a child's mind 
that may last indefinitely and many 
cases of adult neurosis have been 
traced back to this source." 
Drawing on an investigation made 
in 1933 for the Motion Picture Ke- 
search council, on studies made by 
the Commission on Social Trends, 
and on findings made at tne Uni- 
versity of Iowa and by the Ohio 
State Research bureau. Dr. Han- 
cock went on to describe the types 
of pictures shown, by whom they 
are attended, and what their eifects 


•e . 
"Of 1,500 pictures—500 each for 


1920, 1925, and 1930—it was iound 
that from 75 per cent to 80 per cent 
of them dealt with sex, love or 
crime while only 9 per cent of the 
entire group had some beneficial so- 
cial goal,' Dr. Hancock said. 
"It 
has been found that children from 
5 to 8 years of age attend the mov- 
ies on an average of 22 times a year 
and ttiat adolescents from 8 to 18 
years of age attended on an aver- 
age of about once each week Con- 
j 
this 
it is immediately 
obvious what far-reaching eifects 
movies have on our American civ- 
izatlon.' 
Dr. Hancock said that 
children 
and adolescents, who remember par- 
ticular situations in a picture rather 
than its "wliole." react very posi- 
tively to its suggestions 
Their 
manners, their dress, and their hab- 
its and ambitions are tempered by 
the imprint wnich pictures leave on 
their sensitive minus. For this rea- 
son children should always be ac- 
companied by their parents who 
can exert a stabilizing influence at 
points in the picture where they are 
apt to receive an 
interpretation 
which is harmful to them. 


"Movies may be a powerful influ- 
ence for good as well as for evil," 
the speaker explained. "For 
in- 
stance a picture showing China in a 
favorable light was exhibited to a 
group of youngsters who had 
no 
impressions of,that country. For 
years afterwards, as shown by tests, 
their attitude toward China was one 
of good will." 


Dr. Hancock said that "something 
ust and something will be done 
about the movies." He said they 
should be used as we use the schools 


•for educational and enobling pur- 
>ses. He said that perhaps sub- 
sidized pictures sponsored by pow- 
erful church or other types of or- 
ganizations might be the answer.

The cash situation, one authority said, 


represented consumer demand. 
Another bullish factor was a report from 


Canada that the Dominion will place a ban 
on exportation of forages and gram feeds 
to the United States because Canada has 
suffered from drouth quite as much as 
has the United States. One observer said, 
that, except for absence of board trade, 
all fundamental factors in wheat affecting 
supply and probable requirements point to 
the necessity for high prices.

Republicans Get Largest 


Percentage Increase 


Sixteen Counties. 


Both political parties in Nebras- 


ka made substantial gains in the 
vote cast at the state primaries 
August 14, but official returns from 
ths first 16 counties reporting to 
Secretary of State Swanson show 
that the republican increase is 
more general and uniform, as com- 
pared with two years ago, than 
that achieved by the democrats 


In these 16 counties the demo- 


cratic total in the recent primaries 
was 22,287, against 15,08 ballots 
cast in the primary of 1932. The 
aggregate of republican votes in 
the same counties was 22,027. where 
two years ago the party vote was 
12,222. 


Later Returns Awaited. 
This is an increase of 7,279 for 
the democrats and 9,807 for the 
republicans in the first group of 
counties heard from. Later returns, 
of course, might change the rela- 
tive status considerably. 


Every county of the 16 reported 


a greater republican vote this year 
than In 1932, and in some the in- 
crease is 200 or 300" per cenj;. Demo- 
crats also doubled their vote rin 
several counties, but in hall a 
dozen, they lost ground, the total 
being smaller this year than it was 
two years ago. 


Colfax, J4urt, Chase, Dodge, Stan- 


ton, and Pawnee are the counties 
which show the largest democratic 
gains Those in which the demo 
total fell off are Drxon, Keya Paha, 
Logan, Phelps. Stanton and Thomas. 


The heaviest percentage gains of 


the G. O. P. were in Burt, Elaine, 
Dixon, Dodge, Dakota, Keya Paha, 
Logan, and Phelps. 


Total Vote 44,314. 


Total primary vote of both parties 


combined in the 16 counties was 
44,314. The total on non-political 
candidates stood at 43,799. 


In the same counties two years 


ago the combined party vote was 
27.230

No meeting of the full confer- 


ence was held today, although one 
had been announced yesterday in 
an official communique'. 
A sub- 


committee, made up of representa- 
tives of seven nations, held a fur- 
ther meeting today to work out de- 
tails of a new agreement which will, 
be submitted to the governments. 


Quarterly Adjustments. 


A plan for a quarterly adjustment 


of quotas, instead of the fixed an- 
nual figure, is the chief feature of 
the proposal on which the subcom- 
mittee is working but a scheme to 
adjust these quotas strictly on a 
basis of prices prevailing in each 
quarter was abandoned for the time 
being. 


Thejrefusal of Argentina to ac- 
cept less than 150000,000 bushels 
coupled with a favorable world 
wheat situation 
because of the 


drouth, led the conference to aban- 
don a plan for establishing annual 
quotas during this session. A dis- 
cussion of the allotment was post- 
poned until November. 


If 
all governments favor the 


quarterly scheme for quotas the 
question will be taken up this fall. 
The second quarter of the present 
crop year begins December 1 


Another meeting of the full con- 


ference probably will be held to- 
morow to pass on new proposals 
before they are submitted to the 
21 governments represented m the 
negotiations.
